The chemist of the District of Colum- 


bia found recently in four candy stores a 
composition of brick dust sold as choco- 
late drops. But candy may he avoided 
and the adulteration of common groceries 
such as we oil use is the serious question. 
Tho chemist reports examining thirty- 
seven samples of vinegar and Qndlog 
twenty-four adulterated, the percentage of 
adulteration being sixty-four andaneighth 
per cent. 
Two samples of evaporated 


• cream showed a hundred per cent adulter- 


ation. 
Of ten samples of olive 
oil six 


were adulterated to tho extent of sixty 
per cent, and fifteen stores were selling a 
low grade of acetic vinegar as cider vine- 
gar. 


Cream of tartar was found adulterated 


over twenty-eight per cent in two cases, 
but there were five samples out of the 
seven that were pure. A sample of smoked 
sausage was adulterated to the extent of a 
hundred per cent. 


1 he chemist's work shows that there are 


pure goods to be had, but it needs more 
stringent regulations and constant investi- 
gation to keep up the standard.

at Eastou's Pond Covers the 
Roads With Water. 


U IE dtfflcult here iu tbe East for poo- 
d to imagine that tho stories of tbo 


UxxU la the West ere half true, but this 
moriilng those who rUlteJ the vicinity oJT 
bo "Btg Poud" bad spread before their 
eye* a small example of a Hooded d[s- 
rlct which appeared severe 
enough to 


satisfy tho curiosity of any. The water 
worts Jam had glveu away just back of 
he "creek/1 and the road 
behind

Even 
on the pavilion. Itself Iho water "showed' n 
height of more than a foot on tho 
led sides, Indicating a higher pitch frqu 
t ho'roadway to tho crest where the fall.K 
the occaa begins than bad beei^t gener 
ally realized had existed—but the pavlllDi 
stands unharmed.

rathernhan catch the chilling breezes from 
the north. A hardy vine carefully trained 
over a wire rack, or a qntck growing an- 
nual like the morning glory, will provide 
a sufficient screen for comfort or for pri- 
vacy. If for any reason these cannot be 
bad. tbo pretty Japanned split bamboo 
screens afford an admirable substitute.. 


The accompanying plan shows a style 


of veranda that is occasionally 
adopted 


with excellent effect. The roof is carried 
up in an unbroken sweep to join the main 
roof of the house.
